REGIMENT 
OF GUARD 
ASSURED. 


Name of New Organization 
Chosen in Honor of Local 
Unit That Went Overseas. 


Organization of the Los Angeles 
units of the National Guard has 
progressed to a point where the 
formation of a regiment, to be 
known as the One Hundred and 
Sixtieth Infantry, is now practically 
asevred. 

This became known yesterday 
when it was learned by The Times 
on good authority that Gov. Ste- 
phens is expected Shortly to an- 
nounce the appointments of a colone! 
and lieutenant-colonel to command 
the regiment. 

The name of the new regiment ts 
expected to be a big drawing card 
for recruits, inasmuch as the Los 
Angeles militia regiment which went 
overseas during the war was the 
One Hundred and Sixtieth, the Fed- 
eralized Seventh.

Tiecemeal construction with 
failure to complete important trunks 
and tiaterals, thereby falling to 
meet the economic demands as orig- 
mally intended by the State's high- 
way program. 

Inconvenience, expense and 
accidents due to reconstruction, de- 
tours, faulty —— and crum-

The records of expenditures on 

maintenance were found to be sub- 
ject to no proper system of account- 
ing check or balance, being con- 
sidered a8 memorandum records 
only. It was found that the con- 
stant practice was to transfer ex- 
penditures from one requisition to 
another. It was further found that 
the State highway funds were over- 
expended at various times and the 
motor vehicle fund used to redu _ 
the overdrafts, thus depleting t 
maintenance funds for long periods. 
A etriking example occurs as of 
June 30, 1920, when State highway 
funds were over-expended $933.- 
655.80, and $687,456 was borrowed 
from maintenance work to reduce 
thie overdraft.

Chang, in a recent volume, keeps up the 
old and out-worn attitude of self-complacen- 
cy that has been such a bane to the Chinese 
Empire of the past; and harps on the evils 
of militarism, which are enly too patent te 
the world of today. He continues to look 
upon western civilization with disdain: 
where “the highest officials of the govern- 
ment, its men of letters, its inventors, its 
engineers go about modestly “in the same 
gard as their fellow-men, receiving no spe 
cial honor, wearing no decorations except 
for the length of service; u every way lees 
regarded than military men even of low 
rank.” 

Then he turns to his native land and is 
pleased to find that “China, on the contrary, 
has always regarded military leaders as in- 
feriors and has honored them far less than 
she has her scholars, her poets and her civil 
functionaries. A popular proverb says: 
Dont use good tron to make a sword; don't 
waste a good man to make a soldier.’” 

He delights to record that for twelve cen- 
turtles the great Chinese Academy has never 
admitted a general nor a Buddhist priest; 
and while a field marshal has the same po 
litical rank as & provincial governor, yet he 
does not receive the high salary, the public 
regard nor the external marks of respect 
given the latter! 

Strangely enough, he does not see that 
if the destinies of the empire have in the 
last issue to be intrusted to the field mar- 
shal. the soldier ought to have the com- 
plete confidence and respect of high and 
low, Moreover, as observant critics of Chi- 
nese life have remarked, the saintly type, 
the religious man who believes that the final 
issues of life are with the Almighty and 
that He reveals Himself through prayer, has 
been present in China, among devout Bud 
histe as well as Christians.
